W hat Have You Learned About Life?

“I used to drive my father’s car on the country roads. While bouncing 
along over the rough ruts on the right side, the left part of the road always 
appeared more inviting; but once on that side I inevitably found it just as 
rough or worse. 

This is the first lesson I have learned about the roadway of life. The 
other side is deceiving. The boy longs to be a man, and the old man glorifies 
the golden days of his youth. The poor yearn to be rich, while a larger in- 
come consistently calls for more expense. But the successes and gains of 
life are not in the future or the past, nor in the other man’s back yard. They 
lie within our own reach at the present time and in the present conditions. 
Life has lined us up for an even start.

The 57 years Mr. Todd spent as a 
| government worker made him, in 
point of continuous service, one of 
the oldest members of the civil ser- 
vice. He succeeded his father to the 
position of clerk of committees in 
1874, 

In addition to the coincidence that 
father and son gave many years to 
the same post in the service of their 
country, one other peculiar incident 
stood out similarly in both their lives 
In 1848 when the Parliament build- 
ings, then situated in Montreal, were 
fired by an angry mob during the 
agitation which followed introduction 
of the Rebellion Losses’ Bill, Mr. 
Todd's father cut the portrait of 
Queen Victoria from its frame while 
the structure about him was in 
flames, 

In 1916 when the Parliament build- 
ings at Ottawa again went up in 
flames, Walter Todd cut the same por- 
trait of her late majesty from its 
frame and once again the canvas was 
saved by a Todd.

that if they were removed, industry 
would be stimulated, trade would ex- 
pand and prosperity would return.”

“Statistics of dairy production at 
the present time indicate that there 
is an appreciable increase in milk and 
cream production all over Canada at 
the present time,” observes Dr. J. A. 
Ruddick, Dairy Commissioner of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
With respect to butter production 
Ontario and Alberta show a 15 per 
cent. increase for the first six months 
of the production year. Cheese produc- 
tion, of which 97 per cent. is centered 
in Ontario and Quebec, was 30,000 
boxes behind last year as at October 
11. One of the interesting features in 
the dairy industry at the present 
time is the increasing demand for 
dairy stock in the Prairie Provinces.

New Color To Be Adopted In Print-

Fall styles in postage stamps will

Ottawa, Ont.—Expenditures total- 
ling more than $37,000,000 for public 
works and undertakings throughout 
the Dominion to relieve unemploy- 
ment have been given final approval. 
Announcement to this effect was 
made by Hon. Gideon D. Robertson, 
Minister of Labor. 

Work proposals put forward by 
various municipalities and provinces, 
which the Dominion Government has 
endorsed, aggregate approximately 
$14,000,000. A number of these under- 
takings are already under way. Con- 
struction and improvement programs 
for the Canadian Pacific and Cana- 
dian National Railways total $22,- 
653,650. Expenditure through tho 
grade crossing fund {s authorized to 
the amount of $500,000.

London, 
Guildhall, with its five centuries of 
stirring history, the Prime Ministers 
of Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land became freemen of the City of 
London. Premiers R. B. Bennett, J. H. 
Scullin, and G. W. Forbes, were de- 
clared in the ancient formula to be 
“men of good name and fame.” 

“They do not desire the freedom of 
the city whereby they will defraud 
the King or this city of any of its 
rights, customs and privileges,” so 
ran the declaration of the compurga- 
tors, “they will pay their scot, bear 
their lot, and so they all say.” 

Sir Adrian Pollock, city chamber- 
lain, introduced the new freemen. He 
said Premier R. B. Bennett “has not 
belied his reputation for plain speak- 
ing and anxiety to get things done, 
which admirable attributes are the 
more conspicuous on account of his 
well-known hereditary and passionate 
loyalty to the empire.” 

Premier Bennett declared he felt 
the honor was conferred not upon 
himself personally, but as an honor 
to the Dominion of Canada. ‘I 
shall tell my fellow-Canadians, when 
I return, of the high regard you 
hold for them in this old city and 
of the deep Goncern ever manifested 
in their progress and prosperity,” 
Premier Bennett said.

Premier Ramsay MacDonald Wins 
; Through First Division 

London, England.—A majority of 
only 31 votes carried the Labor Gov- 
ernment of Premier Ramsay Mac- 
Donald safely through the first im- 
portant division of the current par- 
liamentary session. 

This was regarded a crucial test, 
for the balloting was only on a 
motion by the Conservative party to 
amend the Speech in reply to the 
Address from the Throne. The 
amendment was defeated by 281 
votes to 250. 

The Speech from the Throne has 
been under bitter attack for two 
days, the Conservatives regretting 
the failure of the Laborites to pro- 
pose any adequate measures to deal 
with the crisis in the industrial, 
agricultural and commercial fields or 
to check the growth of unemploy- 
ment. 
| Liberals decided to abstain from 
| voting on the amendment. As a mat- 
| ter of fact, five Liberals, including Sir 
| John Simon, voted against the gov- 
ernment, but they were almost coun- 
ter-balanced by four members of the

Figures For Hay Shrinkage 


|Per Centage Fairly Accurate If | 

Jured Under Ordinary Conditions 

The question is frequently asked as | 
to what extent hay under ordinary | 
circumstances undergoes shrinkage in 
the mow. In other words if you have 
put a hundred tons of hay into the 
mow during the past summer how | 
much have you got to feed out this | 
winter, or sell, on an actual tonnage 
basis. 

While the amount of shrink de- 
pends to some extent on the condi- 
tions under which the hay is stored, 
the following figures can be used with 
fair exactitude for hay cured under | 
ordinary conditions. Alfalfa hay will | 
commonly shrink about fourteen per 
cent. in the mow. Red clover runs in | 
the neighborhood of twenty-four per 
cent. or about tew per cent. more than 
alfalfa. Timothy shrinks about seven- | 
teen per cent. under average condi- | 
tions and a mixture of timothy and | 
red clover will shrink about twenty 
per cent. 

If the hay is put in the mow a 
litle on the damp side and sweats 
to a considerable extent in the mow, 
the shrink will be somewhat greater 
and, correspondingly, exceptionally 
well dried hay will have a _ lower 
shrink. The figures given above, how- 
ever will be found a fairly accurate 
guide for estimating hay in the now

Marketing Grain Through A 


Livestock Production Will Solve 
Problem Of Western Farmer 


Whether to sell grains through 
livestock or for cash has been a ques- 
tion much discussed in the past. The 
question of the effect of concentration 
production on the sale of grains for 
cash has now been pretty well set- 
tled. What about selling them 
through lvestock? Particularly at- 
tractive features about selling grains 
for cash have been the relatively low 
amount of labor and skill involved 
and the rapidity with which the cash 
could be secured. But this latter ad- 
vantage has disappeared and now it 
is a question of whether we shall do 
the work and learn the skill. 

Attaining skill costs money, but it 
should not be crarged into costs of 
producing, say, hogs. It is an invest-

Alberta Farm Woman Makes $10,000 
This Year In Raising Turkeys | 

Nine years ago, Mrs. W. A. Free. | 
man, of Ardenode, Alberta, a native 
of Wisconsin, U.S.A., won a pair of 
bronze turkeys in a raffie. She now 
has the largest turkey ranch in Can- 
ada and is the acknowledged queen 
of turkey raising in the Dominion. 
Her turkeys will return a revenue of 
$10,000 this year. 

The winning of the pair of turkeys 
in the raffie Suggested to Mrs. Free- 
man the idea of raising turkeys as a 
side line. She applied to the Canadian 
Federal and Alberta Depattments of 
Agriculture for literature on raising 
poultry, turkeys in particular. Her 
husband, a farmer, encouraged her to 
experiment in the business. She stud- 
ied the literature carefully and fol- 
lowed the advice given. Her ranch is 
now famous. She receives letters from 
all parts of the North American con- 
tinent and to other countries. 

This year she has ratsed 2,500 
birds. Three hundred hens, all govern- 
ment inspected, have supplied the de- 
mand for eggs in 1930 and 45 of the 
most perfect hens-have been selected 
for first-class breeding stock. A reve- 
| nue of $2,000 has already been obtain- 
ed this year from the sale of eggs, 
and $2,500 from the breeding stock. 
The receipts from the sale of table 
birds for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
are expected to bring this year’s to- 
tal up to $10,000. 

The Freeman farm on which the 
turkeys are raised has a creek run- 
ning through it, which supplies a con- 
stant and plentiful supply of good 
water, an essential for successful tur- 
key raising. The soil is sandy, which 
assures good drainage. Most of the 
chicks are hatched in incubators. 
After hatching the chicks are shelter- 
ed for about 10 days in large coops | 
and then allowed to roam. The main 
flock is kept on about 300 acres of 
land, fenced in. Scrupulous attention 
is paid to the cleanliness of the sheds, 
roosts, etc., which are sprayed with 
shingle oi] from time to time, to de- 
stroy fleas, lice, etc.

The British parliamentary barome- 
ter is set at “storms ahead.” Those 
who have studied the age-old history 
and have followed the recent cours 
of the parliament at Westminster de- 
clare there have seldom been more 
clouds on the political horizon. 

The Labor government will face a 
strong criticism from both Liberal 
and Conservative wings of its opposi- 
tion on the score of its stated Pales- 
tine policy—a policy which Rt. Hon. 
David Lloyd George, the Liberal lead- 
er, has stigmatized as going for to- 
wards nullifying the Balfour declara- 
tion of the hard-pressed war-time 
days.

Substitute For Spectacles 


Small Lenses Fitted Under Eyelids 
Adopted By London Opticians 

The wearing of spectacles may be 
dispensed with as a result of a re- 
markable optical device which is 
now being adopted for the corres- 
tion of certain forms of defective 
vision. 

The method of treatment, states 
the London Sunday Express, con- 
sists of fitting under the eyelids 
minutely thin lenses, similar in 
shape to the shell type of artificial 
eye. 

“The wearer can remove or replace 
the lens before a mirror in a second 
or so. 

The new system is rapidly gaining 
favor among eye-specialists. A noted 
actress is playing nightly on the Lon- 
don stage with one eye fitted with one 
of the invisible substitutes for glass- 
es. 

The device is said ‘to be particu- 
larly valuable to motorists and sport 
devotees, because it permits of a 
range of accurate vision at all angles, 
while the efficacy of spectacles is lim- 
ited to a direct view. 

“These new lenses mark a great 
advance in optical technique,” said 
a Harley Street eye-specialist. ‘The 


International Congress of Ophthal- | 


mology has: investigated and ap- 
proved the claims made for the 
discovery. 

“The use of these invisible substi- 
tutes for spectacles is already much 
more common than the public sus- 
pect. I have worn one for six 
months. I remove it every night and 
reinsert it in the morning. 

“These lenses will certainly mean 
a great diminution in the number of 
people doomed to wear spectacles; but 
I should not go so far as to say that 
hey will mean the complete elimina- 
tion of spectacles from the stock-in- 
trade of the oculist.”

Will the wonders of science never 
cease?

tion of red-blood cells by sleeping 
sickness germs, of the breaking of 
planfs and of injections of measured 
amounts of fluid into cells so small 
that a pin point could destroy many 
of them at a thrust, one can only 
blink and wait for still more aston- 
ishing announcements. The greatest 
surprise which science could pos- 
ibly spring would be the confession | 
that it had no more surprises. And | 
yet there remain feats too formid- 
; able even for science. It may show 
a motion picture of bacteria in the 
blood, but it would be stumped by 
the problem of showing poetry ina 
good deal of current verse, no mat- 
ter how powerful its microscope. It 
may show an amoeba dividing itself 
in two without any apparent harm, 
but it can’t show the rule of reason 
meandering along ticker tape. It may 
show the movements of protoplasm 
through plant cells, but it doesn’t so 
much as attempt to show the pres- 
ence of logic in political speeches. 
And if it did show us_ these 
phenomena, we'd spoil the picture by 
suggesting that it wipe the dust off 
the microscope.—New York Evening 
Post.
